Known Torpedo or Mine 


Most Successfully. 


Washington, Nov. 28.'—While Amer­ 


ican navy officers have watched with 
critical eyes the deadly work of tor­ 
pedoes fired from submarines and of 
contact mines in the European war, 


nothing has developed as yet which 
indicates any radical change in bat­ 
tleship construction to offer greater 
defense against under-water attacks. 
The problems are not new. 
They 
have been studied by naval construc­ 
tor; of every power since the Rus- 
sian-Japanese war, when many fine 
ships fell, victim to mines and torpe­ 
does. 
Proposals of many sorts have 
been discussed. 
Some 
have 
been 
adopted; but the theory of warship 
building still clings to concentration 
Oi offensive power in terms of larger 
gars, bigger and swifter ships and 
wider cruising radius, even at the 
expense of defensive armor. 
The heavy losses sustained by the 
British navy by 
submarine 
attacks 
bes brought up for renewed discus­ 
sion the subject of armoring the bot­ 
toms of warcraft. 
Recent issues, of 
English service journals have noted 
, plan to cover the entire bottom of 
> battleship with four inches of armor 
dating. 
It was urged that the ex- 
eriment be tried with an old ship 
vhich should be subjected to actual 
test with the explosion against her 
hull of the most 
powerful 
modern 
orpedoes. 
The ship also would be 
riven into contact mines of various 
ypes to determine their effect, it 
was said.

| snow-piled reaches of 160 federal for­ 
e s t reserves, a small army of forest 
rangers, Uncle 
Sam’s 
most pictur- 
j e^que employes, 
are 
burning brush, 
j making trail and building* bridges in 
I cider that timber for the multifari­ 
ous uses of posterity may not perish 
from the face of the earth. 
Mounted on snow 
shoes 
or skis/ 
and clothed in corduroys and macki­ 
naw, the forest ranger 
has settled 
down to his winter’s work, far back 
in the wooded hills, miles from human 
companionship, with no line of com­ 
munication but the attenuated strand 
c telephone wire, which he himself 
bas strung behind him. For the for­ 
est ranger is a kind of “hibernating” 
animal that works 
while 
he hiber­ 
nates, with the last 
danger 
of de­ 
structive forest fires gone with the 
ai rival of the heavy 
snows, 
he de­ 
serts his look out station and directs 
bis attention to the work of tie win­ 
ter, the cleaning up of his range and 
the maintenance of the trails lie has 
wrought through the forest. 
The first snows 
start 
the ranger 
out to burn the brush piles left by 
the logging crewrs that cut over sale 
rreas and free use 
timber 
on his 
range. The brush is left in piles until 
a wet 
blanket 
of 
snow* 
Insures 
against the starting 
of 
forest fires 
from the blazing refuse. Then it is 
burned with the snow on hand as na­ 
ture’s ow'n fire extinguisher. 
The ranger furbishes up his snow* 
shoes or skis, and 
patches 
up his 
hand or dog sled. Away over on the- 
other side of his 
range 
he know*s 
there is a bridge that spans a moun­ 
tain torrent, which needs considera­ 
ble strengthening to stand the weight 
which 
the 
break 
up 
of 
the 
winter’s ice and the spring freshets 
will put upon it. So he loads a quar 
ter of a ton of bridge iron 
on 
his 
sled, hitches up his dogs, shoulders a 
provision pack and closes up the log 
cabin which he calls headquarters. 
lie may have to negotiate 
a snow- 
choked pass seven or eight thousand 
fret in 
altitude, 
where 
the 
wet, 
heavy snow* clogs 
his 
snow 
shoes 
and where he 
may 
have to make 
three or four trips to haul 
his pack 
over the crest. 
When he arrives at 
Irs 
destination 
he 
may 
find 
his 
bridge buried under a ten-foot drift 
of heavy snow, which he will spend a 
day penetrating. Through delays and 
heavy traveling he may find his sup­ 
plies giving cut, and by the time he­ 
lms fought his 
way through a snow 
storm back to headquarters he may 
have been lunching for days on froz­ 
en raw bacon and sleeping in sodden 
blankets under a sheltering tree. 
Throughout the 
long 
winter 
the 
ranger is kept busy with just such 
jobs as these. Ten feet of snow* may 
come down from 
the mountains and 
bury his cabin, and he must dig him­ 
self out and take the trail. And he 
must keep everlastingly at it until 
the spring break up sends him scur­ 
rying to the high points to w*atch for 
the curl of smoke that foretells the 
coming of the forest fire. 
Development of the winter work on 
the ranges has removed 
the forest 
ranger from the “patronage” classifi­ 
cation in government jobs. Formerly 
congressmen w*ere inclined to look 
upon the forest ranger place as a de­ 
sirable position for some constituent 
looking for “light 
out 
door work.” 
That time has passed, however, for 
the forest 
ranger 
must 
submit 
a 
medical certificate showing 
that he 
is able bodied before he is appoint­ 
ed. As the forest service puts it: 
“He must he able bodied and ca­ 
pable of enduring hardships 
and of 
performing severe labor under trying 
conditions; able to take care of him­ 
s e lf and his horses 
in 
regions 
re­ 
mote from settlement 
and supplies, 
and must be able to build trails and 
cabins and pack in provisions with­ 
out assistance. He must know some- 
"thing of surveying, 
estimating and 
scaling lumber, and 
the 
live stock 
business; and in addition to this, he 
should have a general knowledge of 
Dining and farming.”

and when he is hungry he will travel 
miles where he might find a carcass 
and usually after he eats all he wants 
he lies down and wallows on the car­ 
cass. 
And one dog will thus carry 
enough infection to make trouble for 
the whole country. 
If we would simply shoot all pig­ 
eons and all dogs found or seen run­ 
ning at large and put quarantine no­ 
tices about our premises where there 
may be hog cholera, a great deal of 
trouble might be avoided. 
Pigeons 
are of no real value. 
At this season of the 
year 
the 
country is full of hunters with their 
dogs. 
I used to make it a rule to 
take a shot at every dog found on the 
place when he had no business to be 
there. 
I always accorded a neighbor 
the same privilege with a dog that I 
might own, at any 
time 
or 
place 
where any mischief might possibly 
occur. 
The season is here with hunters 
and hounds chasing over the fields 
and timbers and feed lots both day 
and night. 
One man complained of 
fox hunters and their hounds. 
If for just a little while w'e would 
restrain all the dogs from going off 
our own premises and shooting the 
pigeons that fly from farm to farm 
we could do a great deal to check the 
disease. 
v^ 
On account of the foot and mouth 
disease 
several 
states 
have 
been 
quarantined and when a state is once 
quarantined it is my understanding 
hog cholera serum cannot be secured, 
so that the m atter of preventing the 
spread should be given careful con­ 
sideration and then the free use of 
lime should be put on places where 
infection is possible. 
The lime not 
only destroys the germs, but it de­ 
stroys insects as well, and when the 
limed manures are hauled to the field 
it will sweeten the soil and aid the 
crops. 
The feeding proposition Is another 
matter that is given Insufficient con­ 
sideration. 
Chinch Bugs and Army Worms. 
I am preparing a letter to send to 
every member of the bureau of agri­ 
culture asking his aid and co-opera­ 
tion in fighting chinch bugs. 
Since 
the number that were with us last 
year makes It very evident that we 
are likely in for trouble again. This 
pest spends the 
winter 
in 
heavy 
grass, brush piles, under logs, old 
fence rows, badly kept hedges and in 
the standing corn stalks in the fields 
as well as in the shocks of fodder 
and clumps of grass, and in all other 
places that will afford them a hiding. 
A general cleanup by fire or other­ 
wise is the only remedy that men 
can apply. All trash should be burn­ 
ed or plowed under and this would 
indicate that all trash in the fields 
should be plowed under at -east by 
very early spring. 
The places that have been harbor­ 
ing chinch bugs are the very places 
that have been harboring army worms 
for a few* years until they had grown 
to such numbers that the outbreak 
of last season was 
the 
result. 
To 
take these precautions is only a mat­ 
ter of self-preservation that every one 
of us ought to consider. 
When the badly kept places are 
cleaned up it not only adds to the 
appearance of the premises, but adds 
to the health and respect of the own­ 
ers. 
I have been hearing a good deal 
lately and have asked a good many

The Pettis County Soil Survey. 
The survey of Pettis county soil 
was completed about two weeks ago. 
A little data relative to it that we 
have at this time will certainly be of 
considerable interest. 
Twenty-five 
different 
soil 
types 
were found in the county. There were 
six types that are classed as gravelly 
and stony loams. 
Six 
are 
bottom 
land soil. 
The soil of practically every forty 
acres was examined and wrhcn the 
map appears the variations w’ill be 
indicated by five acres or more on 
the map. 
Excepting the gravelly 
soil, 
from 
two to four samples of each soil type 
w?ere collected and sent to Columbia 
for complete chemical analysis. 
The 
samples were taken in three parts— 
soil, sub-surface and sub-soil, the lat­ 
ter to a depth of thirty-six inches. 
The soil map and bulletins will per­ 
haps 
be ready for distribution in 
about one year. 
There is an enor­ 
mous amount of work connected with 
it, and it will no doubt take as much 
time as indicated above. 
Tho report 
will be published 
by 
the 
United 
States department of agriculture. The 
University of Missouri will also make 
a report, which in addition to the soil 
map will give the chemical analysis 
of all the soils and the data of the 
experimental work carried on by the 
experimental station on the soil of 
this region. 
The station has been 
located on the farm of Victor Lewis 
near Windsor. 
Various combinations 
of fertilizers will be explained as well 
as statements of crop rotation. When 
we get a complete published record 
it should be of enormous importance, 
as it should indicate 
very 
clearly 
what elements of fertility are most 
needed In a particular section 
Hog Cholera Situation. 
It seems as though the hog cholera 
situation still remains 
serious 
and 
while it is maintained that every evil 
brings some good with it, it is hard 
to find the good in this matter, and 
there will be no good in it unless as 
a whole we profit by the lessons the 
trouble brings. 
If hog cholera spreads from one 
place to another it must be carried by 
some means. It appears evident that 
the above statement is the truth and 
if so it certainly 
looks 
like 
more 
stringent means should be taken. 
There are various things that may 
carry the Infection and from the rec­ 
ords of careful investigations, birds, 
dogs and people carry the infection 
the worst. 
Pigeons are given credit 
with standing at the head of the list 
and perhaps buzzards and dogs next. 
People often unwittingly and un­ 
knowingly carry the infection by go­ 
ing on premises where the disease 
exists. 
A dog travels long distances
